Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Upon further consideration, the Examiner agrees with Applicants' arguments, 
especially that the device of Chamuel is not a "magnetostrictive device" per se simply by 
virtue of its use of a "magnetostrictive nickel wave guide" since it does not use a 
magnetostrictive effect (see the first half of the paragraph bridging pages 6 and 7 of the 
amendment). However, the Examiner does not necessarily agree with the argument 
that Chamuel is an "all electrical system" (see page 7, lines 2-5 of the amendment), 
because Chamuel clearly states that its device uses a transducer 41 and an "elastic" 
(i.e. sonic/acoustic) wave (see col. 5, lines 33-35). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
